The election in Decatur Tuesday 
was a very tame affair, there being 
less than one-third of the primary 
vote polled. 
As a primary nomina­ 
tion is considered equivalent to elec­ 
tion the people do not take the time 
to vote, hence the falling off in the 
number of votes polled in the general 
election. 
In the North Decatur box 
R . L. Gilbert for tax assessor, and 
Dave Simpson for county superin­ 
tendent, led the ticket by one vote, 
each receiving 225 votes. 
The amendment carried in the north 
side box by a majority of 157. the 
vote being 177 for, 20 against. 
Judge Allison ran one vote in the 
lead of the ticket in the south box. 
The republicans failed to show any 
strength at any point. 
Colquitt will probably run behind 
the ticket throughout the state, but 
he has overwhelmingly defeated all 
opponents for the place. 
New York, New Jersey, Indiana, 
Ohio and Connecticut have come into 
the democratic fold. 
Wc have lost 


Tennessee, but saved Oklahoma by a 
small margin. 
Martin Littleton goes to congress 
from Roosevelt's old district. 
Dahlman and ticket have carried 
Nebraska. 
The empire state’s 65,000 plurality 
for Dix is a severe blow to Roose­ 
velt’s splendid opinion of himself as 
a political dictator. 
It appears that 
the “ Old G uard” recently defeated at 
the S aratoga convention and “ whip­ 
ped to a frazzle” by the jungle hun­ 
ter, sulked in their tents while the 
fight was. 
The old guard leader’s 
precinct went democratic by a small 
vote. 
Beveridge, one of the really big 
and powerful men in the enemy’s 
ranks, has been defeated for re-elec­ 
tion to the senate. 
All in all the results of Tuesday’s 
election are most gratifying, and if 
indications court for anything at this 
stage, the democrats will be sizing 
up Woodrow Wilson as a presiden­ 
tial possibility.

Mr. S. A. Liiiard, president of the Board of Trade, received a 
letter yesterday morning from the president of the road now being 
built out of Weatherford, stating that if Decatur wants the line, we 
can get it by subscribing a bonus of $40,000 and giving the right-of- 
way from four miles east of Bridgeport to the county line on the north­ 
east. 
The report that Mr. Lillard was in receipt of the letter soon 
gained circulation in the city and in a short time quite a number of 
citizens visited Mr. Lillard at his store and the matter was discused. 
The amount asked for is a splendid sum, and with some twenty-five 
miles of right-of-way added, it looked like the road was asking too 
much. 
After the proposition had been talked over, Mr. Lillard wired 
the officials of the road, asking that their request for right-of-way be 
considerably reduced. 
After some parleying the Dallas gentlemen, 
we understand, agreed to accept seventeen miles of right-of-way and 
aud the $40,000. 
An answer must t>e given the offer right away, and Mr. Lillard 
has called A MASS MEETING OF TH E CITIZENS OF DECATUR 
AND SURROUNDING COUNTRY FOR THIS AFTERNOON AT 
3:30 O’CLOCK IN DISTRICT COURT ROOM, for the purpose of 
finishing raising the required funds and accepting or rejecting the 
proposition.

$4000 bonus and seventeen miles of right-of-way to be secured at once.

HELPFUL HINTS 
FOR FARMERS 


The Liberal Feeder. 
The Germnu investigation* indicate 
that on an average the cow uses about 
60 per cent of her ration for mainte­ 
nance and 40 per cent for manufactur­ 
ing purposes. 
But this proportion is 
not at all fixed. 
A cow of a certaJn 
weight requires a definite quantity of 
nutrients to repair the waste of the 
body and provide the needed hcnt and 
energy, and all above this that the 
cow can consume und digest may be 
used for manufacturing purposes or 
the elaborating of milk; hence it fol­ 
lows that the cow that is not a big 
eater cannot be a big producer, and 
the man that is not a liberal feeder 
will never realize the full capabilities 
of his good cows should he hnppen to 
have any. Furthermore, the man who 
does uot keep u record of his cows can­ 
not tell when the increased feeding 
makes a profitable showing. A liberal 
feeder is one who feeds to the limit 
of each cow’s capability of turning the 
feed into profit, and if he is intelligent 
he will soon know in a practical way 
the profit limit of each individual cow. 
—J. L. LIghty in National Stockman. 


Keep the Henhouse Clean. 
Any one who has tried the plan of 
cleaning the henhouse daily will never 
willingly leave the accumulations a 
week, month or six months at a 
t 
time. It takes but a few minutes each 
v morning to rake off the dropping 
boards, and there is none of the dread 
/ 
which accompanies the semiannual or 
even the weekly cleaning. Then with 
an old broom brush down the cobwebs 
and sweep the fioor and see that the 
windows are clean enough to admit 
the sunlight. 
A small hand sprayer 
and a fe\y minutes devoted to its use 
about the roosts and nests once a week 
will destroy the troublesome mites. 


Fermenting Swine Food. 
The practice of fermenting food for 
awine used to be much more common 
than it is at present. 
In the case of 
cottonseed 
meal the Texas station 
recommends mixing with other meal 
and allowing the whole mass to sour. 
The New Hampshire station obtained 
better results from fermented bran 
than from unfermented bran. 
With 
foods well adapted to pig feeding it is 
not likely that fermentation would be 
of any benefit.

THE WINTER CARE 
OF BROOD SOWS. 


iM nals Require' Warm Shelter 


and Room Far Eiercise. 


Success in pork production is large­ 
ly affected by the attention given to 
the health and comfort of the brood 
sow. She should always, especially in 
winter, be housed in a warm, com­ 
fortable place. 
Preferably this will 
be a cot well supplied with straw and 
having a door which swings both 
■ways, always closing when the sow 
^passes in or out. 
This cot may well 
be located at some distance from the 
feeding place, so that she will get the 
necessary exercise in running to and 
fro. 
Her food should consist largely of 
bulky foods, such as milk, roots and 
clover hay, which will keep her in 
pood condition without fattening. 
As 
farrowing time approaches the bulk 
should be'cut down, less water should 
be given and more protein and oily 
feeds should be fed. so as to keep the 
sow in a laxative condition. 
She 
should be disturbed as little as pos­ 
sible 
If she is allowed to get nerv­ 
ous or excited the effect may be seen 
upon the litter in an excitable tem­ 
perament, which lessens the rapidity 
of their growth.—Minnesota Station 
Bulletin.

roasting 
pan 
for 
which several advantageous features 
are claimed has been designed by an 
Ohio man. 
Of course one of these 
features Is the material used in the 
utensil, ns it Is generally acknowledged 
that aluminium vessels are about as 
sanitary as well cnn be. and It is sakl 
that even acids will have no effect on 
this one. 
The chief merit of this pan. 
however, lies in the perforated raised 
plate in the bottom. 
The meat or 
chicken or whatever Is roasted in If 
stands on this plate Instead of lying 
In the water. 
In this way the meat Is 
cooked without being in the water, 
which is regarded as a distinct ad­ 
vantage. yet the steam nnd even the 
water at times will bubble up through 
the perforation In the plate and keep 
the roast moist without soaking out 
any of the flavor, as otherwise might 
happen. 


Mustard Pickle. 
One quart each of small whole cu­ 
cumbers. lurge cucumbers sliced, green 
tomatoes sliced and small button on­ 
ions. one large cauliflower divided into 
flowerets and four green peppers cut 
fine. 
Make a brine of four quarts of 
water and one pint of salt, pour it over 
the mixture of vegetables and lot it 
soak for twenty-four hours. Heat just 
enough to scald it and turn into n col­ 
ander to drain. 
Mix one cupful of 
flour, six 
tablespoonfuls of ground 
mustard and one tablespoonful of tur­ 
meric with enough cold vinegar to make 
a smooth paste. 
Then add one cupful 
of sugar and sufficient vinegar to make 
two quarts in all. 
Boil this mixture 
until It thickens and Is smooth, stir 
ring all the time, then add the vege­ 
tables and cook until heated through.

o i k * teaspoonful cloves, three teaspoon- 
fuls mace, two teaspoonfuls salt, two 
grated nutmegs, four oranges (juice 
and rind), four lemons (juice and rind) 
Simmer meat gently. When done chop, 
add suet and apples chopped fine, 
spices, sugar first, then juices of or­ 
anges and lemons. 
Pack in glass jars. 
This requires no cooking until put into 
pies. 
Make a rich pie crust. AU with 
mincemeat and bake until crust is 
thoroughly cooked. 


Taffy Applet. 
Wipe small, firm apples and run a 
slender skewer into each. 
Put into a 
saucepan a pound of granulated sugar 
and a teacupful of water. 
Boil with­ 
out stirring until a little dropped into 
cold water Is brittle. 
Then take from 
the tire, put the vessel containing the 
sirup in an outer vessel of boiling wa­ 
ter. add a teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and dip each apple quickly into the 
sirup. When each Is well coated lay on 
wax paper to dry and harden. 
The 
sirup may be colored with any vege­ 
table coloring matter desired.

The German investigations indicate 
that on an average the cow uses about 
60 per cent of her ration for mainte­ 
nance and 40 per cent for m anufactur­ 
ing purposes.

weight requires a definite quantity of 
nutrients to repair the waste of the 
body and provide the needed heat and 
energy, and all above this that the 
cow can consume and digest may be 
used for manufacturing purposes or 
the elaborating of milk; hence it fol­ 
lows that the cow that is not a big 
eater cannot be a big producer, and 
the man that is not a liberal feeder 
will never realize the full capabilities 
of his good cows should he happen to 
have any. 
Furthermore, the man who 
does not keep a record of his cows can­ 
not tell when the Increased feeding 
makes a profitable showing. 
A liberal 
feeder is one who feeds to the limit 
of each cow’s capability of turning the 
feed into profit, and if he is intelligent 
he will soon know in a practical way 
the profit limit of each individual cow'.

An 
aluminium 
roasting 
pan

which several advantageous features 
are claimed has been designed by an 
Ohio man. 
Of course one of these 
features is the material used in the 
utensil, as it is generally acknowledged 
that aluminium vessels are about as 
sanitary as well can be. and it is said 
that even acids will have no effect on 
this one. 
The chief merit of this pan, 
however, lies in the perforated raised 
plate in the bottom. 
The meat or 
chicken or whatever is roasted in it 
stands on this plate instead of lying 
in the water. 
In this way the meat is 
cooked without being in the water, 
which is regarded as a distinct ad­ 
vantage. yet the steam and even tile 
water at times will bubble up through 
the perforation in the plate and keep 
the roast moist without soaking out 
any of the flavor, as otherwise might 
happen.

M ustard Pickle. 
One quart each of small whole cu­ 
cumbers, large cucumbers sliced, green 
tomatoes sliced and small button on­ 
ions. one large cauliflower divided into 
flowerets and four green peppers cut 
fine. 
Make a brine of four quarts of 
water and one pint of salt, pour it over 
Hie mixture of vegetables and let it 
soak for twenty-four hours. Heat just 
enough to scald it and turn into a col­ 
ander to drain. 
Mix one cupful of 
flour, 
six 
tablespoonfuls of ground 
mustard and one tablespoonful of tur­ 
meric with enough cold vinegar to make 
a smooth paste. 
Then add one cupful 
of sugar and sufficient vinegar lo make 
two quarts in all. 
Boil this mixture 
until it thickens and is smooth, stir 
ring all the time, then add the vege­ 
tables aud cook until heated through. 


M incemeat. 
I wo pounds beef, one pound cur­ 
rants, one pound raisins, one pound 
suet, two pounds apples, two pounds 
sultanas, two pounds sugar (brown), 
one teaspoonful cloves, three teaspoon­ 
fuls mace, two teaspoonfuls salt, two 
grated nutmegs, four oranges (juice 
and rind), four lemons (juice and rind) 
Simmer meat gently. When done chop, 
add suet and apples chopped fine, 
spices, sugar first, then Juices of or­ 
anges and lemons. 
Pack in glass jars. 
This requires no cooking until put into 
pies. 
Make a deli pie crust, fill with 
mincemeat and bake until crust is 
thoroughly cooked.

saucepan a pound of granulated sugar 
and a teacupful of water.

the fire, put the vessel containing the 
sirup in an outer vessel of boiling wa- 
ter. add a teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and dip each apple quickly into the 
sirup. When each is well coated lay on 
wax paper to dry and harden. 
The 
sirup may be colored with any vege­ 
table coloring matter desired. 


Breadcrum b 
Griddlecake*. 
Crumble two thick slices of stale 
bread or enough to make two cupfuls. 
Scald two cupfuls of milk and pour 
over the breadcrumbs. 
When cool add 
two well beaten eggs and two table­ 
spoonfuls of melted butter. 
Sift one 
cupful of flour with three teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder, one tablespoon­ 
ful of sugar and one-half teaspoonful 
of salt. 
Beat 
thoroughly into the 
breadcrumb mixture and cook on a 
very hot griddle.
